It is with some little feeling of 


pride that we are able to announce 
this week the removal of the Argus 
plant into its new and commodious 
quarters oil East Badillo street, ad- 
joining the postoffloe. 


The building, a two-story stone 


block, 25x75 feet, hue been erected 
especially for tbe Argus and is owned 
jointly by the editor and Dr. J. D, 
Reed.

HOW THEY DINED. 


Methods of the English at Table In the 


Seventeenth Century. 


The old English had throe meals a 


flay, of which the chief meal was tak- 
en when the work of the day was fin- 
ished. The first meal was at 9, dinner 
was about 3 o'clock, and supper was 
token just before bedtime. The Nor- 
mans dined at the old English break- 
fast time or a little later and supped at 
7 p. m. In Tudor times the higher 
classes dined at 11 and supped at fi, 
but the merchants seldom took their 
meals before 12 and 6 o'clock. 


The chief meals, dinner and supper, 


were taken iu the hall both by the old 
English and the Normmis, for the par- 
lor did not come into use until the 
reign of Elizabeth. Breakfast did not 
become a regular meal until quite late- 
ly, and Dr. Murray in the Oxford Dic- 
tionary gave 1403 as the date of the 
earliest quotation in which the word 
occurred. The moal did not become 
recognized until late in the seventeenth 
century, for I'epys habitually took his 
draft of half a pint of Hhenish wine 
or a dram of strong waters in place of 
a morning mea). Dinner was always 
the great meal of the day, and from 
the accession of Henry IV. to the 
death of Queen Elizabeth the dinners 
were as sumptuous and extravagant as 
any of those now served. 


Carving was then a fine art. Each 


guest brought bis own knife and spoon, 
for the small fork was not introduced 
into England until Thomas Coryaie of 
Qdcombe published his "Crudities" in 
1611. 
I'epys took bis spoon, and fork 


with him to the lord mayor's feast in 
1003. 
The absence of forks led to 


much stress being laid upon the'act of 
washing the hands both before and 
after meals and to the rule that the 
left hand alone should be dipped into 
the common dish, the right hand being 
occupied with the knife. 
' The perfect dinner at the best time 
of English cookery consisted of three 
courses, each complete in itself, and 
terminated by a subtlety or device, the 
whole being rounded off with ypocraa, 
after which the guests retired Into an- 
other room, where pastry, sweetmeats 
and fruit were served with the choicer 
wines. The English were essentially 
meat eaters, and It was not until the 
time of the commonwealth that pud- 
ding attained its extraordinary popu- 
larity. 
Indeed, the first mention of 


pudding in the menus of the Buckfeast 
at St. Bartholomew's hospital did not 
occur until 1710, and in 1712 is an item 
of 5 shillings for ice.—London Times.

OLD BIRDS' NESTS. 


Many Feathered Creatures Use tha 


Same Ones Year After Year, 


"That common expression for worth- 


lessness, 'It has no more value than 
a last year's bird's nest,' " said a bird 
fancier, "is often far from correct. 
The majority of our birds do leave 
their nests after raising a brood, but 
many do not, and their nests are used 
through a succession of years. I have 
known some birds to use their nests 
tien years in succession, and so per- 
sistent are they that many times the 
female will return even after the nest 
has been robbed and the mate killed. 
Among these users of perennial nests 
are the wrens, some of the swallow 
family, bluebirds^ great crested fly- 
catchers, some of the owls, eagles, 
chickadees and some woodpeckers. 


"They repair to the nest each year 


and often build it over. A little wren 
has made its nest in a hole in a tree in 
my garden and has occupied it for the 
last eight years. Each year It has piled 
on new stuff till the hole is almost fll.- 
ed up. Some say that as soon as it be- 
comes crowded the birds will clean it 
out. I know of a bluebird's nest that 
has been occupied for several years. It 
is the same female year after year, for 
she has two black wing feathers and 
is lame. 


"Birds that build In exposed situa- 


tions, 
like hangbirds, always build 


anew each season, and some others 
build anew for every brood. Some nev- 
er build. They either lay in the nosts 
of other birds or in the sand. 
The 


eagle and tiie owl make a framework 
of sticks and slight repairs are needed. 
Mnny birds' nests that you find have 
never boon used. 
For instance, the 


marsh wren builds Severn! with the 
idea that in the case of disturbance 
the male will attract attention to the 
nests other than that In which the fe- 
male is brooding and so shield her from 
enemies."

DUELING IN THE NAVY 


Tragic Affair That Put an 
End to the Practice. 


|A MIDSHIPMAN'S CHALLENGE. 


it Was Accepted by "the Lawyer, and 


the Battle Was Fought In Delaware. 
8ad Fate of the Two Principals In the 
Unfortunate Meeting. 
That settlement of quarrels by appeal 


to the code of honor was no longer to 
jbe the uuwrltton law of the American 
navy was determined, by a duel In 
which William Miller, Jr., a Philadel- 
phia lawyer, was slain iu a personal 
laffalr fought along tho northern circle 
Of Delaware. The man who fired the 
fatal shot was Midshipman Charles G. 
Hunter, and the encounter took place 
along Naannui's creek on the afteruoou 
of Sunday, March 21, 1830. 


Singularly 
euotigh, neither Miller, 


who lost his life, nor Hunter, who kill- 
ed him, was principal In the original 
quarrel that led to the meeting on the 
bank of the little creek In Delaware. 
Neither had seen the other until a few 
tioura before the challenge was sent 
and accepted. 


Simply a mlsshot In a game of bil- 


Niards played at Third and Chestnut 
streets, Philadelphia, led to the tragedy 
that plunged two homes Into sorrow 
and imblttered the life of the man 
whose pistol shot causelessly shed hu- 
man blood. 


Henry \Vhar,ton Griffith and R. Dil- 


lon Drake, prominent society men of 
Philadelphia, played the game of bil- 
liards, and Griffith made the mlsshot 
which called forth a taunt from Drake, 
,who was Immediately struck In the 
face with a cue by Griffith. 
A chal- 


lenge to a duel was sent by Drake, but 
Griffith declared that the challenger 


as beneath his notice and that he 


would not demean himself socially by 
consenting to meet him. 


Then followed a long and wordy war- 


faro In which each posted the other as 
ja coward. 
Lieutenant Duryee of the 


(United States navy was called to make 
ian effort to settle the dispute, and it 
twas then that Miller, the lawyer, and 
[Hunter, the midshipman, became In- 
rvolved In the quarrel. 
In the heated 


discussion Hunter accused Miller of 
publishing a confidential letter, and a 
[challenge was at once sent by the mid- 
shipman and accepted by the attorney. 


It was decided that the duel should 


{be fought early on Sunday morning of 
March 2.1. but it was nearly 10 o'clock 
before carriages containing the princi- 
pals, seconds and surgeons left a house 
that stood on Chestnut street above 
Sixth. The presence of the company 
excited some suspicion at Chester, 
where the party stopped for lunch, but 
(they hurried down the post road, tied 
(their horses close to the highway and 
proceeded 200 yards behind a clump of 
{trees that would shield them from ob- 
servation. 
; As the sun was setting two pistol 
tehots rang out simultaneously as one 
of the seconds counted "One, two, three 
—fire!" Hunter stood unharmed as the 
ball from his opponent's pistol struck 
at his feet, but Miller cried out that 
be was shot, placed one hand on his 
breast and fell with a bullet lying 
close to his heart. In a few minutes 
he died, while pale and auxious faces 
watched the convulsive breathing of 
(the dying man. 


j "Gentlemen," said Hunter, "I had no 
ieninity against this man. 
I never 


lieard of him until two days ago. Let 
(those whose quarrel embroiled him be 
responsible for his death." 


j After a hurried consultation It was 
(decided that the midshipman should 
leave the state at once, Hud be was' 
driven rapidly to New Castle, Del., 
where he boardt-d a boat for New York 
and rejoined the navy. 
In order to 


hide the tragedy It was decided to wait 
mntll dark and take Miller to 1'liiladel- 
jphia in a carriage. 
i Seating the deml man between them, 
two seconds held hljn In an upright 
position on the io.ng journey to Phila- 
delphia. News of the duel bad reached 
Chester, and a crowd of men stood at 
Third street bridge to intercept tin; 
carriages. 
The first buggy contained 


the surgeon, and, as bis explanation 
was satisfactory, he was permitted to 
proceed. The dead mau in the second 
carriage was driven through the crowd 
Without the ruse being detected, and 
at midnight the body was placed In a 
•house In Walnut street, where vigil 
was kept by the seconds, who drank 
heavily to support them In the terrible 
strain under which they had been 
placed. 


Miller's father said that he hold no 


malice against Hunter, but the mld- 
ishipman, who was suspended for a 
jyear for punishment, wus haunted by 
jthe specter of the dead man lying on 
ithe bank of N'aaman's creek, slain by 
(Ilia haiul, and died a prematurely ol;l 
anan after a lonely life, shut off from 
nil hope- of preferment In the navy. lie 
|WU8 buried by the newspaper men of 
rNew York, who erected a tombstone 
jover his grave.—Philadelphia Ledger.
